DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Clalm19 and 22 -29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Regarding claims 19 and 22-29, the phrase "e.g." and "preferably" renders the 
claims indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are 
part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

4. Claims 24 and 25 recite the limitation "the delivery line". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 15. 16, 17, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Derleth et al. 

7. Derleth et ai discloses an ultrasonic or piezoelectric nozzle for forming pellets. 
The nozzles are metering devices which are operated under cyclic control (ultrasonic or 
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piezoelectric) to divide a medium into fragments tliat are expelled. The fragments have 
a ballistic trajectory (see Fig. 1). 

8. Claims 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Reinhard. 

9. Reinhard discloses a process and apparatus of forming pellets see Fig. 2). 
Material (1) to be pelleted is fed to a metering device (1 1,12,13). Tube 1 1 is moved 
cyclically with an oscillator and mechanical system (column 5, lines 27+) which divides 
the material into fragments that are expelled. The temperature is controlled (column 4, 
lines 1-5). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 20, 28 and 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . Claims 24-27 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not suggest the following aspects of pelleting - 1 ) coating 
during ejection, 2) that the shutoff valve is pushed into the delivery line, 3) having a 
discharge device downstream of the metering device.
